Mrs. Helen Fiaherty, 40-year-old 
widow, was shot in the chest and 
seriously wounded, last night by 
William Cross, lunchroom proprie- 
tor, who later attempted to shoot 
himself, but missed. 

At City Hospital, physicians said 
the bullet entered Mrs. Filaherty’s 
chest, slightly to the left of the 
heart. They said she had a slight 
chance of recovery. Cross was in- 
toxicated, they said. 

Mrs. Flahercty, accompanied by 
her sister, Mrs. Florence Snyder, 
was walking through an entry-way 
to her home, 1012 (rear) Geyer 
avenue, when Cross, with whom 
Mrs. Flaherty had been keeping 
company, entered the yard from 
the alley, Mrs. Snyder told police. 

“We'd been shopping,’ Mrs. Sny- 
der said, “and had a lot of bun- 
dles. He walked up to us and said 
to Helen, ‘What have you got 
against me?’ As he said it, he 
pulled out a revolver. Helen cried, 
‘Oh, Bill, come on in and let’s talk 
it over,” but before she'd finished 
saying it, he’d shot. 

Assailant Arrested in Saloon. 

“Helen and I turned and fran to 
the office of Dr. Robert E. Grei- 
derer, which is at the front of the 
building. Cross ran the other way. 
Ll heard another shot and thought 
he was trying to shoot me. In the 
doctor’s office, Helen collapsed and 
the doctor gave her first aid and 
called an ambulance.” 

Cross was arrested a few minutes 
after the shooting in a saloon at 
Twelfth boulevard and Allen ave- 
nue. Taken to the Soularti Police 
Station, he at first denied any 
knowledge of the shooting, then 
admitted that he had done it, but 
later asserted he didn’t know any- 
thing at all that had happened. 

A .38-caliber revolver which had 
been discharged was in his hip 
pocket, his right ear was severely 
powder-burned, and there was a 
bullet hole through Ris hat. 

Asked Her to Marry Him. 

At the hospital Mrs. Flaherty 
said she “had been keeping com- 
pany with Bill for about a year.” 
He had asked her to marry him, 
she said, and she had -told him, 
“Well, I might, if you quit drink- 
ing. . 

Mrs. Flaherty, who has been a 
widow eight years, ha’ one son, 21 
years old. 

Cross, 42 years old, fold police 
he has owned a lunchroom at 
Twelfth boulevard and Park ave- 
nue for the past two months. Be- 
fore that,-he asserted, he was em- 
ployed as a foreman by an ice com- 
pany for 18 years. He said he 
lived at 1506 South Eleventh stréet. 
Several weeks ago, on information 
there was a peace disturbance at 
Mrs. Flaherty’s home, police went 
there and arrested Cross. He was 
released, however, when no one 
appeared in court to prosecute 
him.

BEARDSTOWN, IIL, t 8.— 
Frank McEriane, iccndllinasae 
gangster, who introduced the ma- 
chine gun in bootlegging warfare, 


died in a hospital here today of 
pneumonia. , 

He raved last night, saying his 
enemies were about to kill him, 
and it required four internes to 
keep him in bed, 

The gangster knocked out a 
nurse during his delirium, hospitab 
attaches said. He was shouting in- 
coherently and waving his arms 
when he accidentally struck a spe- 
cial nurse brought from Jackson- 
ville to attend him. None of his 
ravings were intelligible. 

Gangster Scene in Hospital. 

More than two years ago he lay 
on his bed in a Chicago hospital, 
his bullet-pierced right leg in a 
cast, swung high with weights 
and pulleys. For a minute his 
nurse stepped out of the room. 
In that moment, three men slipped 
down the hospital’ corridor to his 
door and fired. Three bullets en- 
tered his body. Amid the scfeams 
of patients he reached for the pis- 
tol under his pillow and sent his 
attackers fleecing with bullets fired 
wildly into walls and ceiling. 

Later he returned to live with 
Marion Miller, his common-law 
wife, who, some said, had fired the 
bullet that put him in the hospital. 
He became more and more the dis- 
solute, drunken gunman, with-the 
reputation of madman. 

Just a year ago today Marion 
Miller was found dead in his auto- 
mobile. Four bullets had ended 
her life. Bullets fired at crazy 
angles had punctured cushions, 
walls, windows and doors of the 
automobile. Nearby lay two dogs, 
dead too of bullet wounds that 
could not have heen inflicted acci- 
dentally. McErlane, surrendered, 
but the police said they lacked evi- 
dence to convict him and let him 
go. 

Feared and Hated for Years. 

_ For 21 years he had been feared 
and hated as a@ cruel, wanton slay- 
er. It was back in 1923 that Mc- 
Erlane and a coterie of Capone 
gunners, reputediy Ralph Sheldon, 
Joe Saltis and others, hijacked a 
truckload of beer inbound from 
Joliet. Morrie Keane and Thomas 
Egan, the drivers, were bound 
hand and foot and tossed.into Mc- 
Erlane’s car. What was to be done 
with the prisoners? 

McErlane, in answer,is alleged 
to have turned toward the rear 
seat, fired a blast from his shotgun 
into Keane’s body; reloaded, emp- 
tied it again at Egan. It was the 
first gangland “ride.” McErilane 
was arrested, indicted, but “beat 
the rap.” The prosecutor dropped 
the charges. 

He fived on an old houseboat 
tied to a downtown dock in the 
IHinois River at Beardstown the 
last year until his death. His only 
cofistant companion was Florina 
McEriane, thought to be his moth- 


er. She was with him when be 


died: 

The boat had a kitchen, two bed- 
rooms and a living room. Large 
rugs covered the decks. Radio, 
electric refrigeration and big over- 
stuffed chairs were other com- 
forts. 

His beneficiaries from the 
savings of his criminal career will 
be missed this winter by Beards- 
town’s poor, who profited from his 
many gifts of money or clothing. 
He once bought 15 overall suits, 
for small boys in the neighbor- 
hood of his boat. 

McErlane came into notoriety as 
the partner of “Polak” Joe Saltis 
at the outbreak of the liquor war- 
fare, but he was no kid then. He 
was old enough to be the father of 
Al Capone and most of the “young- 
sters” who grew up as alcohol

$50,000 SOUGHT FROM R, F, C. 
FOR ST. LOUIS COUNTY RELIEF 


Part of $81,166 Requested for Mis- 
souri by Gov. Caulfield; Com- 
mittee Asked for $67,984. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 9% — 
Gov. Caulfield today transmitted 
requests to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation in Washington 
for $81,166 in Federal unemploy- 
ment relief funds for four Missouri 
cities and counties, including $50,- 
000 for .8t. Louis County. The 
funds requested are to supplement 
local funds in relief work until 
Jan. 1. 

The St. Louis County ‘Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Unem- 
ployment requested $67,984 to com- 
plete the $171,960 it was estimated 
would be necessary to carry on 
present relief work until Jan. 1, 
The request for Federal funds was 
scaled down to $50,000. 

The other requests transmitted 
were $30,000 for St. Joseph, which 
had asked for $100,000: $766 for 
Nevada and $400 for Henrietta, Mo.

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 8.—Pictur- 
ing the “old guard” of the Repub- 
lican party as taking advantage of 
the Halloween season and resorting 
to “hobgoblins” in an attempt to 
stir up primitive fears of the peo- 
ple, former Gov. James M. Cox of 
Ohio tonight told a rally of fellow 
Democrats that with one exception

The exception he Msted as the 
President’s “admission as to the 
errors of the Farm Board and a 
promise to correct them.” 

Cox, who led the Democratic 
party as its presidential candidate 
in 1920, said that President Hoo- 
ver in his farm belt address of- 
fered nothing basically new on the 
tariff and in discussing “an embar- 
rassing subject prohibition” in 
his acceptance speech said sub- 
stantially that “if we did not look 
out we would have the old-time 
saloon back on our hands.” 

“Smart observers from almost 
every state reported the diminish- 
ing power of the President's party 
because of continuing ‘the noble 
experiment’,” said Cox, “but he 
feared the intimidating hand of the 
Anti-Saloon League, recognized 
throughout the years as the con- 
trolling balance of power in our 
national election.”

No definite trace of Insull’s pas- 
sage through here can be obtained 
other than the news that he char- 
tered a plane at the local air field, 
It is supposed that he came direct.

therefore, have arrived late Thurs- 
day. Whether he took the plane 
that same afternoon or yesterday is 
not known, 

The fact that dispatches from 
Chicago state that four code mes- 
sages were cabled to Insull hére is 
considered as bearing out the in- 
formation obtained tonight from 
private sources. , 

Yoyng Samuel Insull arrived here 
with his father, but did not ac- 
company him in the plane. 

The correspondent was unable te 
learn through what bank the $25,- 
000:was cabled, to Inguill. The fact 
that the money was sent to him to- 
gether with the fact that Greece 
is notriously the haven for fugitives 
from extradition indicate that In- 
sull is planning to settle down in 
Athens for a protracted stay.

It was added that the plan 
would be offered to the world dis- 
armament conference at Geneva af- 
ter it had been definitely approved 
by the French War Council and 
Cabinet. 

The plan will suggest progressive 
disarmament in two stages of five 
years each and treat as universal 
rather than strictly French the 
problem of security. 

The first part of the proposal, 
called the maximum, sets forth the 
extreme limit to which France is 
willing to disarm, providing the 
Powers submit to severe armament 
control and engage themselves to 
enforce sanctions. 

The second part, called the mini- 
mum, will describe the point be- 
yond which France feels unable to 
disarm, providing the conditions of 
security are no greater than a cer- 
tain degree believed by France to 
be indispensable. ) 

These reports followed upon the 
statement in Le Temps here that 
the Hoover disarmament program 
of-a general one-third cut in arms 
“offers ground for a possible un- 
derstanding among all nations.” 

(As quoted in London last night, 
Geneva dispatches said the new 
French plan of disarmament was a 
combination of President Hoover's 
proposal and of the French secur- 
ity ideas based on a League of Na- 
tions police force.)

—Brilliant Display Despite 
the Frost. 


Superb despite the withering 
touch of last week’s frost, the fin- 
est dahlias of this section are on 
exhibition in the fifth annual dah- 
lia and fall flower show of the St. 
Louis Horticultural Society, which 


opened yesterday at Shaw's Garden 
and will continue from 9$ a. m. un- 
til 6:30 p. m. today. 

Dahlias suffered most, but one 
would never guess it from the mag- 
nificent blossoms on display.’ They 
seemed in perfect condition, and 
the scarcely noticeable curtailment 
in numbers was more than made 
up in the profusion of other scea- 
sonal flowers, from cosmos to 
hardy asters, which better survived 
the frost and showed the effects of 
the unusually favorable late sum- 
mer. 

One of them was a first-time dis- 
play for a St. Louis flower show— 
the orange, sun-lifted disc of the 
“lower of the Incas.” The flower 
is a recent importation into this 
country from the Peruvian Andes, 
and is just beginning to win a place 
in St. Louis gardens. It grows to 
a height of seven or eight feet. 

The Palmer cup for the best 
dahlia in the show will travel a 
long way from St, Louis tonight. 
It was won by Fred D. Ware, an 
Evansville (iInd.) railroad man, 
who waited to see the award made 
yesterday just before he went out 
with his train. The flower was a 
huge and dusky red “Charles G. 
Reed,” exactly 11 inches in diam- 
eter. 

Smallest Flower in Show. 

A little less than one-tenth as 
large was the smallest flower in the 
show, a red-bronze “Arthur” Pom- 
pon exhibited by E. H,. Johanning 


of Webster Groves. Johanning won 
the American Dahlia Society bronze 
medal for the “most meritorious” 
exhibit—a vase of 10 fine varieties, 
all of the large decorative and 
semi-cactus type, in yellow, peaeh, 
light and dark pink and profound 
red. ;

a fine showing three days later. 
Ordinarily the delicate flowers are 
eut after dark on the evening be- 
fore the show.

Two ties enlivened competition 
for the most points on the basis of 
all entries of each exhibitor. 
Awards were fine dahlia tubers. C. 
Y. Lucas of Webster Groves and 
Miss Helen Schlueter of Valley 
Park totaled 24 points each. Lucas 
had six blue ribbons to Miss 
Schlueter’s five, however, and the 
rules provided the award in that 
case should go to the contestant 
with the most blue ribbons. Simi- 
larly, the only others “in the 
money,” O. T. Murray of St. Louis 
County and Mrs. G. William Senn 
of Clifton Heights, were tied on 
points, but Murray won on a great- 
er number of blue ribbons.

hunters, carrying their own big 
game with them from 8&t. Louis. 

Denver M. Wright, St. Louis 
hunting enthusiast, asserting the 
undisputed fact that to go lidh 
hunting, one must have lions to 
hunt, meanwhile is continuing his 
preparations to truck two lions he 
owns to a densely wooded section 
of Southeastern Missouri, where he 
proposes to release the beasts, then 
hunt them. 

‘No lions will be turned loose in 
Mississippi County to terrorize peo- 
ple. and endanger their lives,” 
Sheriff Jackson said. ‘All my dep- 
uties, aided by-a group of citizens 
who take this thing seriously, and 
by the Game Warden's force, will 
be on the watch for these St. Louis 
hunters and their wild game.” 

‘There are underbreath rum- 
blings and half-voiced threats,” 
said S. P. Loebe, newspaper editor, 
“of what might be the outcome of 
an. attempt by anyone to bring 
jungle beasts to Mississippi Coun- 
ty.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Re- 
eonetruction Finance Corporation 
announced today it would buy $62,- 
000,000 of bonds of the State of 
California toward the construction 
of a bridge across San Francisco 
Bay to link that city with Oakland. 
The bridge will cost about $70,- 
600,000. 

Attached to the agreement to buy 
the bonds is a condition that Cali- 
fornia, through its Highway Com- 
sion, supply the remaining $8,000,- 


000 and enter into a contract to 
maintain and operate the bridge 
throughout the life of the bonds so 
that the gross revenue of the prop- 
érty may be devoted to the pay- 
ment of interest and the retirement 
of the bonds. 

The bonds will be purchased 
from time to time as funds are 
needed for construction. 

This is the largest self-liquidat- 
ing construction that the corpora- 
tion yet has agreed to finance. The 
bridge will be the largest in the 
world. It will be four and one-half 
miles Iong, double-deck, with six 
high speed lanes on one deck and 
three slow lines on the other. Space 
also will be provided for two inter- 
urban tracks or two extra truck 
lanes. 

Bonds to Ruan 25. Years. 

Should it be decided iater, the 
Corporation announcement said, to 
provide interurban facilities, the 
bridge officials estimate that two 
tracks, equipment and appurtenan- 
ces can be provided at an expendi- 
ture of $10,000,000. This would be 
financed by a toll of one per cent a 
Passenger Or a total one-way fare 
of 21 cents, and with available au- 
tomobile traffic it was estimated 
that the bonds could be redeemed 
in 25 years.

“In February, 1931, 
Congress gave its consent to the 
State to construct, maintain and 
operate the structure. In January 
end May, 1932, necessary permits 
were issued by the War Depart- 
ment.

before Congress in connection with

RIPON, Wis., Oct. 8.—Secretary 
of War Patrick J. Hurley, speak 
ing here in behalf of the Hoover-

I have nothing 
against them, in fact I would give 
my blood for them. If I helped 
them I would be helping my com- 
rades. 

“When Congress refused to pass 
the bonus bill, it furnished money 
to transport these men back to 
their homes, and in addition it fur- 
nished money to help them when 
they got home. More than 56000 
men accepted, and did go home. 
There came a time when the Treas-

President Called for Troops.

U. S. Judge Reeves at Kan- 
sas City Issues Tempo- 
rary Order Against Mis- 
souri Commission. 


By the Associated Press, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 8.— 
Federal Judge Albert L. Reeves is- 
gued an order today temporarily re- 
straining the State Tax Commission 
from collecting State taxes assessed 


in 1932 against the property of 18 
railroads in Missouri. 

The order was issued immediate- 
ly after the 18 carriers had filed 
suit against the Board of Equaliza- 
tion and the Missouri State Tax 
Commission seeking an injunction 
against collection of what the peti- 
tion described as excessive taxes. 

The suit of the railroads alleged 
the Board of Equalization and the 
Commission had acted unconstitu- 
tionally in overestimating the as- 
sessed valuation of railroad prop- 
erty, which the petition said, was 
equal in 1932 te assessed valuations 
of 1930 and 1931. 

Other properties, the petition al- 
leges, were assessed at values 10 
to 15 per cent less than the figures 
of 1930 and 1931. 

The railroads contend they are 
being taxed on an actual! 100 per 
cent valuation of their properties 
while owners of other properties 
mre taxed on a valuation which is 
60 per cent of actual worth. 

The petition says that the Board 
of Equalization increased by 10 per 
cent the assessed valuation of rail-

SHPEDDLER CLAIMS 
$6,000,000 TREASURE 


Says He Is Son of Maximilian, 
Whose Jewels Supposedly 
Lie in Sunken Ship. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 8.—The Sunday 
Dispatch says a London Fishmong- 
ér has laid claim to the $6,000,000 
in jewels and bullioh that is re- 
ported to lie in 30 fathoms of wat- 
ér off the Virginia Capes in the 
hulk of the liner Merida. The 
fishpeddier, William Brightwell, 
was quoted as basing his claim on 
his previous statement that he is 
the son of the ill-fated Emperor, 
Maximilian of Mexico and the 
‘“Mad Empress” Charlotte, who 
died in 1927. 

Brightwell’s attorneys said they 
had served notice on the organ- 
izers of a salvage expedition now 
preparing to retrieve the treasures 
from the Merida, that Brightwell 
is the son and heir of Maximilian 


| and Charlotte, and that they are 


prepared to furnish proof when 
the. occasion arises. - 

Story of Jewels’ Disappearance. 

The link between the jewels and 
the wreck of the Merida is found 
in the Mexican Revolution of 1910, 
the paper said. Toward the end of 
that uprising, when the Revolu- 
tionists were about to overthrow 
the Government of President Por- 
firio Diaz, a group of Mexican aris- 
tocrats were reported to have tak- 
en aboard the Merida bullion and 
jewels from the Mexican Treas- 
ury, and among this treasure. 
valued up to $6,000,000, was be- 
lieved to be the famous Maximi- 
lian jewel collection. 

The Maximilian jewels were 
turned over to the Treasury when 
the Emperor was court martialed 
and shot at Queretaro by Mexican 
Nationalists, on June 19, 1867. 
The Merida was rammed and 
sunk of fthe Virginia Capes by the 
steamer Admiral Farragut on May 
12, 1911, and the hulk has success- 
ully withstood the efforts of salv- 
agers ever since. 

‘Claimant a Foundling. 

Brightwell’s story as told to the 
Dispatch is that he was born in 
VVatican City after the -unhappy 
Empress Charlotte had besought 
the Pope in vain to save the life 
of her husband, who was besieged 
at Queretaro. Then there is a 
The paper said that 
Brightwell was deposited as a 
foundling on the steps of a Lon- 
don church, and later adopted by 
a London grocer who bore the 
name of Brightwell.

TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS HERE 
DECLINE 29 PCT, IN 1932 


City Health Official Says, However, 
That More Hospital Facili- 
ties Are Needed, 


There were 29 per cent fewer 
deaths from tuberculosis in St. 
Louis in the first eight months of 
this year, ending Aug. 31, than in 
the corresponding period last year, 
Dr. H. I, Spector, city tuberculosis 


controller, has told a committee of 
the Tuberculosis and Health §So- 
ciety. In the first eight months of 
1932 there were 464 deaths from 
this disease, or 134 fewer than in 
the corresponding period of 1931. 

Although anticipating a reduced 
tuberculosis death rate for 1932, 
the high mortality of winter 
months must be reckoned with, Dr. 
Spector said. In 1931.the St. Louis 
tuberculosis death rate was 20 per 
cent higher than in 1930, being the 
largest rise in any American city, 
and the rate here has been above 
| the national average. 

Increased attendance at munici- 
pal tuberculosis clinics indicates ex- 
isterice of a period of infection, 
which may cause an increase in 
mortality in a few years if addi- 
tional preventative steps are not 
taken, the doctor warned. He re- 
ferred to the well-known lack of 
sufficient hospital facilities for the 
tubercular here. More hospitaliza- 
tion, he added, would reducé the 
number of deaths and prevent the 
spread of infection.

REDICTION by a noted radio 
P executive, that the next great 

advance in broadcasting will be 
the endowment of stations, is re- 
ported from New York. The execu- 
tive is quoted as saying: Persons 
of wealth will begin to endow in- 
dividual broadcasting stations and 
programs Over nationwide hook- 
ups instead of colleges or hospitals 
or churches or charities. The 
broadcasters will ‘then operate 
their businesses as art museums or 
musical foundations are operated 
today. They will be free of pecun- 
iary considerationg in the develop- 
ment of the highest forms of enter- 
tainment and educational pro- 
grams. Endowments will make the 
radio a non-competitor of the 
newspapers and the magazines for 
advertising support, and enable the 
broadcasters to perform many pub- 
lic services which now place a bur- 
den upon publishers. 

An instance of endowed broad- 
casting is the organ programs 
played Wednesday by Irma Glenn. 
When the network prepared to 
cancel the Glenn program to make 
way for a commercial broadcast, 
a wealthy woman who insists on 
being anonymous, arranged to buy 


rates so the organ recitals would 
be continued. 

WEVD, New York, founded as a 
memorial to Eugene V. Debs and 
the principles for which he stood, 
is operating with an endowment of 
$250,000, under the direction of a 
committee. Among members of 
this committee are B. G. Viadeck, 
Heywood Broun, Oswald Garrison, 
Villard and Norman Thomas.

Imitated Children Who Came to 
See Him—Only Few of His 

King in Captivity. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Little 
Okero, the coal black baby gorilla 
at the National Zoo, is dead. 
Okero’s death today igaves only 
half-a-dozen gorillas in American 
zoos, with perhaps as many more 
in Europe. 

Okero would watch young vis- 
itors intently through the glass and 
bars that separated him from them, 
and then try toe imitate what they 
did. Some children he seemed to 
recognize and greeted them with 
an unusual amount of jumping 
about. 

Last spring, when N’gi, the zoo’s 
66-year-old gorilla, died of pneu- 
monia, Okero caught cold, and Dr. 
William Mann, zoo director, feared 
he would die. Mrs. Martin John- 
son, who brought Okero to Amer- 
ica, went to the zoo and cuddied 
him in her lap for hours at a time. 
Okero clasped his long black arms 
around her neck and soon began 
to get well. 

Okero is believed to have died 
of an intestinal tumor. 

Gorillas in the wild state live te 
be 30 or 40 years old, it is qgtimat- 
ed, but the oldest gorillas now m 
captivity are only above five or 
six. :

Three Main Demands 


On the, other hand, foreign countries are 
making a mistake if they misinterpret our 
internal political struggle. While we are not 
standing behind the Von Papen government, 
its plans and its program, we do stand with 
iron determination up to the final conse- 
quences behind the national demands of the 
German people. ‘ 

These demands are: 

Re-establishment of Germany’s honor 
by attainment of equality: 

Annulment of the “war guilt lie,” 
which is an infamous disgrace to our na- 
tion; and— 

Security for Germany as a pre-supposi- 
tion for internal and foreign reascendan- 
cy. 

No matter the name of the Chancellor, re- 
gardiess of what his government does, these 
demands are the brazen elements of the Na- 
tional Socialist program; therefore, they will 
always be demanded by us with utmost; in- 
tensity. 

We therefore decidedly reject the impos- 
sible speech of Premier Herriot of France.. 
The hysterical security demands by French 
politicians and statesmen have already become 
the laughing-stock of the world. France is 
armed to the teeth, able to crush any of its 
neighbors whenever it desires. 

Germany has always demanded, since the 
war, merely the disarmament of others. We 
served in the last war. We know war's hor- 
rors. We do not want a second bath of 
steel. We will apply every imaginable means 
to save Germany from a new war. 

On the other hand, it is our duty to pro- 
tect Germany from the despotism and ag- 
gression of her neighbors. 

We have not demanded wild rearmament, 
but disarmament.’ However, if disarmament 
does not follow; if France and Poland and the 
French satellites continue their mad arma- 
ment race with only the purpose and aim of 
one day completely crushing Germany, we 
will be compelled to do, and will do, what 
the security of our people and the Reich 
necessitates.

These 
words have pertinence to the European 
situation: “It has not been possible for 
me to read all the second edition of Von 
Buelow's book (written during the war) 
or the book of Von Tirpitz, but I have 
been made acquainted with their gen- 
eral tenor. It is quite clear that if this 
remains the policy and mentality of Ger- 
many, Europe will be forced again into 
the same unhappy course as before 1914. 
Germany is, in numbers and efficiency 
combined, potentially the strongest coun- 
try in Europe. For the present, she is 
disarmed, but in the long run there can 
be no security in Europe without a Ger- 
many working genuineiy for peace. If 
the present and rising generation there 
have learned nothing from the experi- 
ence of the war, then indeed the Allies, 
particularly Belgium, Britain and France, 
cannot help themselves; they must adopt 
the policy of Bismarck after 1870, maké 
themselves secure for the new future in 
the old way and try to avoid the mis- 
takes of Bismarck’'s successors. But this 
will be the last resort and almost a 
counsel of despair. It rests en an /as- 
sumption which ought not to be accepted 
till it is clear there is no better hope.”

The Republican party certainly did not make a 
good record in the Harding administration. Upon-the 
contrary, it made a record of which both the country 
and the party are heartily ashamed. It turned the 
notorious Ohio gang loose upon the national capital, 
and it gave the United States the most disgraceful 
episode in our political history. It gave us Albert B. 
Fall, Harry Daugherty, Charlie Forbes, Jess Smith, 
Howard Mannington and Roxie Stinson.

Upen the 
contrary, when persons who were truly alarmed by 
what was happening went to him and called atten- 
tion to the dangerous total of brokers’ loans, Mr. 
Coolidge said he saw no harm in it. He was giad 
to accept it as a proof of that unprecedented prosper- 
ity which had resulted from his own administration. 
Was that a good record? 

It takes crust to say anything good of our Ameri- 
tan politics in the post-war period. One could not 
possibly do it in good conscience, and Mr. Coolidge 
does not do it in good conscienge. He does it as a 
partisan. It was partisanship that brought American 
politics to the lowest level in our history. No mat- 
ter how honorable they had been in the past, we saw | 
both of the major parties stooping to unbelievable 
infamy and corruption. The crimes of Tammany 
smell to heaven. The prostitution of government from 
justice at the hands of the Ohio Gang was the biack- 
est chapter in the history of the great republic. The 
demoralization of the parties had become so complete 
that when Grundy set up his trading post in the last 
Congress, both Democrats and Republicans descended 
to the low level of horse traders.

In view of the relief measures now taking effect, 
the Government has requested receivers of closed na- 
tional banks to observe a 60-day moratorium in fore 
closures on homes. Unfortunately, this merciful re- 
straint is not being generally observed, it is reported. 
However, it rests within the power of the courts to 
achieve the same end on a wide basis. One jurist 
who has risen nobly to the needs of the times is Dis- 
trict Judge Freemen E. Miller of Stillwater, Ok. A 
few days ago, he announced that for some months 
his court would enter no decrees of foreclosure in 
cases where the owner of the mortgaged home is in

conscience,” he added. Nor would the interests of 
mortgage holders be overlooked, for they would re 
ceive the full amounts due them. Foreclosure sales 
just now would yield little, and a family would be 
dispossessed at a particularly critical time. 

Such a policy on a nation-wide basis could do much 
to prevent destitution and to keep many families off 
the relief rolls.

I am venturing, therefore, to set down here 
the reasons why, after much hesitation and 
serious misgiving. the election of Gov.

That the reader may be under no mis- 
apprehension, let me begin by avowing a 
definite prejudgment. I believe, with all 
due respect for their virtues, their sincerity 
and for their specific achievements, that, 
during the 11 years they have been in pow- 
er,‘the Republicans have pursued a course 
which has been disastrous to the country. 
They have, it seems to me, misconceived 
fundamentally the position of the United 
States in the post-war world. They adopted 
a doctrine of isolation which, by withdraw- 
ing American co-operation from the work 
of political reconstruction, brought about a 
situation where settlement of the war could 
neither be enforced nor easily revised. 

The result has been a period of prolonged 
instability, which in the least 12 months be- 
came so costly and so dangerous to ourselves 
that the Hoover administration was forced 
tacitly to acknowledge the fallacy of iso- 
lation and in an oblique manner to iet Sec- 
retary Stimson take a hand in the liquida- 
tion of the war and the maigtenance of 
peace. But for 10 years’ the Republican 
party preciaimed its conviction that the 
United States had no active responsibility 
for and direct interest in the organization 
of a stable international world.

On this unstable foundation. the Repub-

“Let me alone state quite 

frankly,” Klein said, “that by this 
plan we are not getting something 
for nothing. What the employed 
as individuals gain, to a certain 
extent the fully employed give up. 
It is a real sharing of the means 
of livelihood and the burden for 
carrying it out fallg most heavily 
on the employed worker — who 
gains, however, security in his 
present job and in the benefits of 
accelerated business rocovery.’’

a typical example of how the plan 
would work. 

“Suppose eight men are em- 
ployed at $125 a morith,” he said.

“In other words, he has already 
reduced his standard of living?” 
the writer observed. “Yes,” replied 
Teagie, “all of us have.” 

Discussing the position of capi- 
tal in the “Share-the-Work” move- 
ment, he said: “Capital already has 
had its returns reduced in many 
instances. We are now fighting to 
get out of the ‘red.’ 

New Hampshire Pian 
Called “Ideal Program.” 

“In some instances capital and 
management have contributed in 
the Share-the-Work plan. The ideai 
program is the New Hampshire 
plan whereby capital contributes 
additional payroll while the work- 
ers take a wage cut in return for 
short work periods. Some indus- 
tries have made all the sacrifices 
they can, just as some workers 
have accepted cuts to a mere sub- 
sistence level. We cannot ask them 
to contribute more. 

“You would be surprised at the 
opposition we are meeting with our 
general plan. One banker who has 
not cut wages or reduced his per- 
sonnel told me that he could not 
see why he or his workers should 
join the movement. He said that 
his firm had not added to the un- 
employment problem. I could only 
explain to him that the national! 
welfare demanded that unemploy- 
ment should be halted and, if pos- 
sible, be lessened.

A canyass of all employers in 
the city to induce them to aid in 
the national “Share-the-Work” 
campaign will be started this week 
under the direction of 65 commit- 
ppointed by the Chamber of 
Com and the Industrial Club. 


The campaign here was formally 
launched at a conference at Hotel 
Jefferson Friday when Walter C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard 
Oll Co. of New Jersey and national 
chairman of the movement, out- 
lined his plans. It is accompanied 
by the industrial rehabilitation 
movement, headed by A. W. Rob- 
ertson, chairman of the board of 
the Westinghouse Electric & a 
ufacturing Co. 

The three objectives are to pre- 
vent additional unemployment Dy 
urging employers to share the work 
among their present forces, to in- 
duce additional work by shorten- 
ing the hours of those already em- 
ployed and to add new workers to 
forces rather than lengthen hours 
if business conditions improve. In 
the rehabilitation campaign, indus- 
tries are being urged to make ad- 
ditions to their plants and to im- 


head “Presentation of the Sub- 
ject”: 

" @ present extent of unem- 
ployment, the exhaustion of sav- 
ings, the difficulties of maintain- 
ing state and municipal support for 
the unemployed, the increasing dif- 
ficulty in securing adequate com- 
munity chest, the probability of 
greater suffering with its greater 
social unrest, and, finally the im- 
petus which greater distribution of 
spending power would give to the 
present upturn of business—each 
of these should be stressed. The 
public service character of concert- 
ed action by employers should be 
pointed out and at the same time 
weight should be placed upon the 
alternative, that is, failure of vol- 
untary action which will force 
redress in the form of unemploy- 
ment insurance, short hour laws 
and probably a Federal dole. There 
should be no uncertainty in the 
declaration that business and in-

“Special emphasis should be laid

towns. The gravity of unemploy- 
ment should be clearly pointed out, 
and with some imagination, espe- 
cially in its effects on the work- 
men themselves, local taxes and 
the improbability of our business 
profitably to absorb our idle forces 
for some time to come if full time 
work be continued.

COMMITTEE TO WORK 
FOR OLD-AGE PENSIONS 


Organized to Further State En- 
abling Act to Be Voted on 
Nov. 8, 


The Missouri Committee for Old 
Age Security has been formed to 
work for the adoption at the elec- 
tion of Nov. 8 of a constitutional 
amendment, proposition No. 1 on 
the ballot. 

This amendment, submitted to 
the people by the Legislature, 
would authorize the Legislature to 
grant pensions to persons more 
than 70 years of age, “who are in- 
capacitated from earning a liveli- 
hood and are without means of 
support, as may be provided and 
regulated by law.” The amend- 
ment is an enabling act and its 
adoption, by a majority vote, would 
not set up a pension system.

ORDERED PUT ON BALLOT 


Action Taken After Texas Supreme 
Court Rules for Her in Ster- 
ling’s Election Contest. 

' AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 8.—The name 
of Mrs. Miriam A. (Ma) Ferguson 
was’ ordered printed on the Nov. 8 
general election ballot today as the 
Democratic nominee for Governor 
of Toxas, after the State Supreme 
Court ruled against Gov. R. 8. 
Sterling in his election contest 

against the woman candidate. 

Mrs. Jane Y. McCallum, Secre- 
tary of State, telegraphed all coun- 
ty clerks to place Mrs. Ferguson's, 
name on the ballot. Former: Gov. 
James E. Ferguson, husband and 
campaign manager of the nominee, 
paid the telegraph tolls. 

Mrs. Ferguson took her case to 
the highest court after Gov. Ster- 
ling filed suit in District Court con- 
testing her victory over him in the 
August run-off primary. * Sterling 
alleged irregularities in the prim- 
ary in which the woman ex-Gov- 
ernor polled a majority of nearly 
4000 votes. 

The Supreme Court held-that a 
candidate with a certificate of 
nomination from a political party. 
such as Mrs. Ferguson. holds, has 
“a certain definite standing” and 
is endowed with “a valuable right 
which must be enforced.”

Visit to St: Louis. | | 


H. J. Klingler, vice president and 
general salesmanager of the Chev- 
‘rolet Motor Co, was in 8t, Louis 
Thursday to check with the prin- 
cipal Chevrolet dealers at the end 
of a strenuous year to determine 
the sales expectancy for the bal- 
ance of the year. 

Klingler has been on a three- 
months trip, visiting nearly every 
state east of the Rocky Moungains. 
“Tl found a definite indication of 
pick-up in business,” Klingler said. 
“Kor instance, increases in the 
price of cotton have created a bet- 
ter sentiment. I find that ‘fraid" 
money is now coming out into the 
open. In the southeastern part of 
the country I found that cotton, 
rayon and woolen mills are now 
working for the first time in two or 
three years. Likewise, increased 
prices for hogs and cattle have had 
a beneficial effect. Referring to the 
Iowa situation, my investigation in- 
dicates that the crops there are the 
most favorable in many years.” “‘It 
is my opinion that the presidential 
election will calm things and fur- 
thermore I believe that the settling 
of the prohibiton question will also 
help,” Klingler said. ~° 

Production Schedule Increased. 

Referring specifically to the auto- 
mobile business, Klingler pointed 
out that Chevrolet recently added 
10,000 cars to its production sched- 
ule. Klingler set up a production 
schedule of 24,000 Chevrolet cars 
for September and 27,000 were sold. 

“Chevrolet will again sell more 
cars than any other manufacturer 
this year, making four out of the 
last consecutive six years that 
Chevrolet has led,” Klingler said. 
He pointed out that Chevrolet has 
materially reduced the new car in- 
ventory in the hands of dealers and 
said that the used car inventory of 
the Chevrolet dealers was the low- 
est in five years and about 50 per 
cent of what it was in February. 

450 at Chevrolet Meeting. 

Klingler departed for Detroit 
Thursday night and will leave Sun- 
day night for a tour of the prin- 
cipal Chevrolet dealers in the east- 
ern part of the United States. He 
said he would contact directly all 
the principal Chevrolet dealers in 
the United States between now and 
Christmas. 

Klingler was accompanied by W. 
G. Lewellen, sales promotion man- 
ager, and M. D. Douglas, parts and 
service manager, who also ad- 
dressed the Chevrolet dealers and 
zone personnel at the local meeting 
Thursday. 

M. B. Roys, assistant St. Louis 
gone manager of the Chevrolet Mo- 
tor Company, presided at a meet- 
ing at Hotel Chase Monday night, 
attended by 450 Chevrolet deal- 
ers, salesmen and service men. E. 
C. Butler, St. Louis zone parts and 
service manager, played the lead 
in-a playlet which illustrated the 
profit possibilities of accessories 
for dealers. F. W. Shearer, zone 
sales promotion manager, outlined 
Chevrolet’s promotional plans for 
the remainder of the year. 


Auburn Cars Set 
Eight Hill Climbing 
Marks in California 


Having wiped the American Au- 
tomobile Association slate clean of 
all stock car speed records for one 
kilometer to 500 miles, two stock 
Auburn 12-cylinder cars have set 


California. 

The two cars, a brougham and a 
speedster, both with dual ratio, 
earlier in the summer, under the 
supervision of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, broke 26 stock 
car records, and set 11 new ones in 
distances for which there had been 
mo previous records. Records for 
speed, endurance and hill-climbing 
have been officially certified by the 
Contest Board of the American 
Automobile Association. 

The hill-climbing records were 
made up the City Creek Hill, Hol- 
low Hill, Wrightwood Hill, Mount 
Baldy, Lower Waterman Canyon, 
Upper Waterman Canyon and 
Crestline Village Grade (previously 
known as the Rim of the World). 
Probably no grades in the country 
offer better all around tests of a 
car’s hill-climbing ability and ease 
of handling on sharp curves, than 
the seven locations in which these 
records were made. With grades 
ranging from 10 to 22 per cent, a 
top elevation of 6050 feet above 
sea level and numerous switch- 
backs, the climbing of these roads 
by a car in high gear alone is con- 
sidered an achievement.

Windshields in Plant 


An artificial rainstorm rages at 
one end of the finished inspection 
line in the Packard Motor Car Co. 
factories every time a car passes 
the station where windshields are

Water pipes fed by high pressure 
fire lines throw a curtain of wa- 
ter at the front end and sides of 
the car under 130 pounds pressure. 
Inspectors inside the car watch to 
see if there are any points where 
the water leaks through. 

Ventilators, windshields and the 
sides of every car are tested in this 
manner against leaks.

help,” Klingler said. ~* 

Production Schedule Increased. 

Referring specifically to the auto- 
mobile business, Klingler pointed 
out that Chevrolet recently added 
10,000 cars to its production sched- 
ule. Klingler set up a production 
schedule of 24,000 Chevrolet cars 
for September and 27,000 were sold. 

“Chevrolet will again sell more 
cars than any other manufacturer 
this year, making four out of the 
last consecutive six years that 
Chevrolet has led,” Klingler. said.

Auburn Cars Set 
Eight Hill Climbing 
Marks in California 


Having wiped the American Au- 
tomobile Association slate clean of 
all stock car speed records for one 
kilometer to 500 miles, two stock 
Auburn 12-cylinder cars have set 
eight major hill-limbing records in 
California. 

The two cars, a brougham and a 
speedster, both with dual ratio, 
earlier in the summer, under the 
supervision of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, broke 26 stock 
car records, and set 11 new ones in 
distances for which there had been 
mo previous records. Records for 
speed, endurance and hill-climbing 
have been officially certified by the 
Contest Board of the American 
Automobile Association. 

The hill-climbing records were 
made up the City Creek Hill, Hol- 
low Hill, Wrightwood Hill, Mount 
Baldy, Lower Waterman Canyon, 
Upper Waterman Canyon and 
Crestline Village Grade (previously 
known as the Rim of the World). 
Probably no grades in the country 
offer better all around tests of a 
car's hill-climbing ability and ease 
of handling on sharp curves, than 
the seven locations in which ~these 
records were made. With grades 
ranging from 10 to 22 per cent, a 
top elevation of 6050 feet above 
sea level and numerous aswitch- 
backs, the climbing of these roads 
by a car in high gear alone-is con- 
sidered an achievement.

John F. Case in Article in 
Missouri Ruralist Asserts De- 
cline Stopped Last Year. - 


John F, Case, president of the 
Missouri State Board of Agricul- 
ture, writing in the current issue of 
“The Missouri Ruralist,” of which 
he~is the editor, says there is a 
definite ‘feeling that land values 
have reached their lowest mark 
and that “we are at the beginning 
of a substantial if very gradual 
upturn.” 

“Surveys made by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture tend to 
prove that the-decline stopped last 
year and with the-strong demand 
for low prices, farms should be 
upward,” Case writes. “Jewell 
Mayes, secretary of the Board of 
Agriculture, in urgi the purchase 
of Missouri farm land at present 
prices, asserts that it is an excellent 
investment. 

“As a matter of fact, thousands 
of farmers who invested in stocks 
amd bonds dring the ‘easy money’ 
period, and a great many who 
bought local bank stock would have 
been better off had they bought 
land. Even with the decline of land 
values estimated as 61 per cent In 
12 years, industrial, railroad and 
utility stocks in June of this year 
dropped 85, 87 and 83 per cent be- 
low September, 1929, quotations. 
Land now is a good buy.” 


FORSHAW BUILDING ON SITE 
OF PLAZA BEING WRECKED 


Wreckers are tearing down the 
building at 109 North Twelfth bou- 
levard formerly occupied by For- 
shaw of St. Louis, a stove repair 
establishment.

TO GURB CREDIT ABUSE 


Substitution of Trade Accept- 
ance for Open Book Account 


in Supply Sales Urged. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Effort 
to curb ‘credit abuses in the con- 
struction industry is to be taken 
here next week when the govern- 
ing board of the Associated Gen- 
erai Contractors of America will 
be asked to adopt a proposal to 
substitute the trade acceptance for 
the open book account in the sales 
of materials ahd supplies to con- 
tractors. ‘ 

It is pointed out that under the 
widespread abuses of the open 
account system, responsible con- 
tractors who pay their bills are to 
a large extent being .required to 
finance their irresponsible com- 
petitors. It is believed that this 
injustice eventually might be elim- 
inated by having each transaction 
between the contractor and the 
manufacturer or dealer represent- 
ed by a negotiable instrument such 
as the trade acceptance. 

In practice, the maturity of the 
trade acceptance would be approx- 
imately that of the open account 
for which it would be substituted, 
but it would result, it is declared, 
in transferring in most instances 
the financing of the transaction 
from the seller to the banking sys- 
tem. Leniency in the matter of de-| 
faulted acceptances would leave 
the manufacturer or dealer with- 
out recourse and should go far to- 
wards discouraging the extension 
of credit to irresponsible contrac- 
tors, the constractors’ association 
states.

Whether Mr. and Mrs. Nimrod 
of somewhere in Missouri shall go 
duck hunting next Sunday is a 
burning question. Alsd, it is a de- 
batable one. For, although the 
waterfowl! hunting season opens un- 
der the 1mended Federal Migratory 
Bird Act. on Oct. 16, and runs until 
Dec. 15, all is not what it seems. 

There aré objections to be over- 
come. One may concern the con- 
sciences of Mr. and Mrs. Nimrod. 
Another is the Sunday law of 1848, 
which prohibits all sorts of activi- 
ties on Sunday. 

Still another is the fact that some 
counties ignore the blue law of 
1848 and permit hunting while oth- 
ers punish and fine offenders, on 
the theory that hunting is as un- 
lawful as any other Sabbath day 
activity. 

So much confusion prevails on 
the subject that the Post-Dispatch 
representative asked the State 
Game and Fish Department for a 
ruling. Here was the answer: 

“So far as the State Game and 
Fish Departinent is concerned, 
there is no law against hunting on 
Sunday. It is not specifically in 
the Missouri hunting laws. Some 
counties, however, contend that the 
law of 13848 applies and in such 
counties hunting and fishing on the 
Sabbath are forbidden and offend- 
ers are arrested and fined. So far 
as this department is concerned, 
the duck shooting s@ason opens at 
noon Oct. 16.” 

So, Mr: and Mrs. Nimrod, let 
your conscience be your guide next 
Sunday—but be sure to pick the 
right county!

Pritchard is one of the five hunters in 
Missouri who draw salaries from the United 
States Government for systematic and re- 
lentless pursuit of such marauders as wolves, 
coyotes, bobcats and the nwre destructive 
rodents. This. picturesque occupation was 
put on a paying basis when the Division of 
Predatory Animal Control was organized 
in 1928 as a part of the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey. The hunting division now 
employs some 500 men scattered over the 
United States and keeps 30 busy in the 
district which embraces Missouri, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. Headquarters are at Okla- 
homa City with operations under the direc- 
tion of A. E. Gray, supervisor of hunters 
for this district. Since January, 1928, 
Gray's hunters have accounted for approxi- 
mately 2300 wolves, 1000 bobcats and 300 
coyotes in the three states. 

Left at large, that many predatory ani- 
mals would destroy $1,070,100 worth of 
livestock in a year, according to the Gov- 
ernment figures. 

Bobcats, those great, gray panther-like 
creatures of the deep woods, are more 
numerous than wolves in the Ozark 
section and also in the swamps of 
Southeast Missouri, but it is 
with wolves that the Govern: 
ment hunters are primarily 
concerned. Each _ timber 
wolf, it is estimated, costs 
the farmer $487 every 


year, while the bobcat,

Thus, it is the timber wolf that the 
farmer dreads most and it is the timber 
wolf, too, that makes the Government 
hunter work hardest for his pay. Only the 
most skillful trappers succeed very 
often in out- 
smarting these 
wary denizens of 
the backwoods. 
Even veterans 
like these Gov- 
ernment hunters 
cannot hope to 
make much prog: 
ress with fire- 
Now and 
then a _ hunter 
may get close 
enough to a wolf 
to shoot it, but 
he can't depend 
on doing that 
very often. At 
least not in a 
settled part of 
the country 
where wolves are 
likely to be ex: 
tremely shy. Be- 
sides, shooting is bad strategy It soon 
frightens the wolves away and causes them 
to carry their depredations to some other 
neighborhood. The hunter must de- 
pend on his traps if 
he expects to

beasts. That is where John 
Pritchard shines. Born in Ore- 
gon County 42 years ago, Pritch- 
ard has spent most of his life in the 
Ozark hill country and, through long ac- 
quaintarice with wild animals, coupled with 
a certain fatural aptitude for the trade, 
has developed a trapping technique that 
sets him quite apart from the ordinary 
woodsman. Many hunters have tried to 
imitate his methods, but few have been 
able to do it successfully. Where amateur 
hunters go out and fail even to catch sight 
of a wolf, Pritchard not only catches the 
wolf, but brings it in alive. On several 
occasions, in fact, he has come riding back 
from his round of traps with two live 
wolves slung across his horse, their feet 
tied together and their jaws bound shut 
with baling wire. Bringing wolves out 
of the woods alive is one of Hunter John 
Pritchard's unalterable principles. 

Su p er visor 
Gray says a suc: 
cessful wolf trap- 
per is born and 
not made. A man 
has to have the 
wolf trapper tem- 
perament. Not 
only must he be 
extremely sharp- 
eyed and familiar 
with wild animal 
habits. He must 
also be capable of 
exercising almost 
superhuman care 
and patience. Pa- 
tience is one of 
the most  indis- 
pensable qualities. 
Sometimes he 
may have to visit 
his traps every 
day for a month 
or more without making a catch and then 
he may bring in two or three wolves in a 
single day. Pritchard, Gray declares, is the

never excited, never in a hurry. No need 
to be in a hurry after a woif, he figures. 
The wolf can always outrun you. The best 
course is watchful waiting. And Pritchard 
is unexcelled either in watching or waiting. 
He can visit empty traps every day for a 
month without losing interest and, like an 
Indian, he can follow a trail that the aver- 
age city man couldn't see if it were pointed 
out to him. 

When Pritchard goes into a new area 
to trap wolves his plan of procedure usually 
is to spend a week or maybe two or three 
in scouting before he sets a single trap. 
Wolves hunt at night and in the daytime 
usually keep under the cover of dense 
thickets close to water courses. So it is 
along the streams and along the drainage 
ditches in the swamp country that he looks 
for “signs.” After locating the watering 
places of the animals and spotting areas 
that show evidence of being “runs,” he 
places his traps—which are carefully con- 
cealed with leaves and weeds-~—and on and 
around the traps he places a bait which is 
in the form of an odorate. The exact na- 
ture of this is a secret the Government 
hunters keep among themselves. They say 
amateurs who try it usually bungle the job 
and succeed only in making the wolves 
trap-shy. 

The amateur, too often, will try to get 
along with traps that are too small to hold 
a wolf or he will fail to conceal his traps 
properly. In either case he fails to get 
the wolf and makes the animal's capture 
harder for the professional hunter to ac- 
complish. 

Pritchard's traps, of which he has about 
30, are heavy double-spring steel traps with 
toothed jaws. The springs are so powerful 


that a man of average weight and strength 


can't even set one of the traps until he 
learns the “sleight employed by the 
trapper. Attached to the trap is a 
chain six or eight feet long and 

on the end of the chain is a 

double hook, something like a 

small anchor. This serves a 

definite purpose. Pritchard 

never fastens a trap when 

he sets it. It is left free 

so that the wolf caught 
will make off with it, 
dragging the chain and 
hook. He _ explains 
that a wolf caught in 
a fastened trap often 
will jerk loose, some- 
times even at the 
expense of a foot. 
But with the trap 
free the animal 
wears itself down 
slowly, and finally, 
after dragging the 
troublesome hook 


, 


for half a mile or so, gives up the struggle. 
The principle is the same as that employed 
by the fisherman who feeds out line to his 
catch. Sometimes the hook catches in the 
brush before the wolf has traveled far, but 
by this time the first shock of the disaster 
is over and the animal's struggles are not 
desperate enough to free it from those steel 
jaws. 

Once the wolf has been worn down by 
struggle, its capture is an easy matter. The 
wolf's color ought to be yellow, Pritchard 
says. It would be more in keeping with its 
character. Free, a wolf will fight to the 
death. In a trap it is a quitter, unlike the 
bobcat. It will snap and snarl and show its 
teeth when the trapper approaches, but a 
skillful wolf trapper can release it and bring 
it in alive without great difficulty He 
never kills a wolf in a trap. 


HERE is a good reason for this, he ex- 

plains. Two good reasons. In the first 
place, he points out, if you kill a wolf in a 
trap you are not likely to catch another 
wolf in the same trap, especially if the kill- 
ing is done near the spot where £he trap is 
to be set. And in the second place, the 
live wolf supplies the trapper with fresh 
bait while the dead one does not. Pritch- 
ard, approaching a catch, handles a snap- 
ping, snarling wolf with about as little fuss 
and commotion as the average man would 
make in handling a-belligerent setting hen. 
He grasps the animal by the throat and 
wires its jaws shut. Then he proceeds - 
leisurely to remove the trap and tie its feet. 
He relates that he has had some narrow 
escapes, but never has been bitten in eight 
years devoted to wolf trapping. He can't 
remember how many wolves he has caught 
in that period, but recalls that he has taken 
as many as six in one month and on two 
occasions got three in one day. He took 
them all in alive. He keeps them in a 
wire cage for a few days and then kills 
them and sends the scalps, with a record 
tag attached, to the district office in Okla- 
homa City. The scalp constitutes his re- 
port to his superiors. In the fur season 
the pelts are also sent in. The Govern- 
ment office usually sells these at auction, 
for prices ranging from $3 to $5, but some- 
times turns them over to the State Fish 
and Game Department, the practice com- 
monly followed in this state. Coyote and 
bobcat pelts are not taken, as the fur is 
virtually worthless. 

On several occasions Pritchard has 
brought bobcats in alive, but he explains 
that this is unnecessary and usually is done 
only for the “fun” to be had out of it. 
The “fun,” it appears, lies in the uncer: 
tainty as to how much damage the cat will 
do if it gets loose. A cat is constructed in 
such a manner as to make it an extremely

ON’T try to tell the 
Indians of the tall 
pine country of Ari- 
zona that old 
wheeze about the 
person who makes 
a better mouse trap 
and is overwhelmed 
with unsolicited or- 
| ders. The Indians 
have just had a trade conference, and 
its results have converted them toa 
more modern method of business. 
They have taken their goods to the 
customer instead of waiting for him 
to come to them. They have attracted 
his attention with ballyhoo, captured 
his interest with showmanship, con- 
tacted him, practiced some slick sales 
psychology in arousing his desire for 
their wares, and made their deals as 
shrewdly as an Aberdeen pawnbroker. 
It wouldn’t be surprising, since their 
happy experience with go-getter sales- 
manship, to see the noble Red Men or- 
ganize a chamber of commerce, with 
weekly pep luncheons and everything. 

The Navajo and Hopi Indians were 
the participants in the trade confer- 
ence. And it was one of those things 
inspired by the depression. The Nava-

jos and Hopis, although they haven't, 


the wealth that has come to some of 
the Oklatioma Indians from oil, are 
normally fairly prosperous people, re- 
quiring but slight help from the Gov- 
ernment. But last winter they suffered 
severe financial reverses when hard 
snows killed many of their domestic 
animals. This year, with most people 
economizing, they had not been able 
to sell many of the products of their 
artistic skill—pottery, blankets, bas- 
kets, jewelry and the like—which usu- 
ally furnish part of their income. The 
tribesmen were feeling the depression. 


HE Flagstaff Chamber of Com- 
merce decided to do something 
about this situation. The Hopis 
and Navajos of the surrounding mesas 
constitute an important part of the 
community’s trading population. In 
the town they buy and sell. Increasing 
their prosperity would help the town. 
A big pow-wow of the Indians was 
urranged, sponsored by the chamber of 
commerce. Some 2000 families of red- 
skins gathered at Flagstaff for the 
event—men, women and children, all 
in festive array, all that were old 
enough to do so bringing their hand- 
made articles for sale. They camped in 
a large wooded city park on the edge 
of the town. 

Many white people also came to 
Flagstaff for the pow-wow, including 
numbers from Phoehix and Tucson. A 
good many Arizonans who felt they 
couldn’t afford to take a long vacation 
trip, thought it would be entertaining 
and inexpensive to attend the Indian 
gathering and spent more for the 
wares displayed there, due to the 
skilled assault on their sales fresist- 
ance, than a visit to a Pacific Coast 
resort would have cost them. 

Also on hand for the pow-wow were 
cameramen for four movie companies, 
sent to record the picturesque scenes. 
There was plenty of material for their 
film. For four days the Indians had a 
fine time with dances, songs, races and 
pageantry—-and at the same time did a 
flourishing trade in their wares. 

The Hopis are noted for their pot- 
tery. At the Northern Arizona Muse-

um, concurrent with the pow-wow, the 
Hopis gave a big exhibition of their 
wares. Pretending that they didn’t 
want to sell any of it much, they held 
back with just the right reticence to 
arouse the cupidity of transient whites. 
Before nightfall of the first day the 
stock was just about gone. 

The Navajos did their trading right 
out in camp, a mile from the museum. 
Selling was only fairly brisk the first 
day. That night, then, just after sun- 
set, a dozen or so of the young bucks 
locked their arms to form a circle and 
started dancing. Inside the small ring 
was a dignified, bronze-faced gentle- 
man wearing a lone garment and a 
feather in his hair, and he set a haunt- 
ing, eerie rhythm with tom toms. The 
circle stomped and chanted. By 9 p. m. 
the dancers numbered 50. By midnight 
they numbered 500 and formed a cir- 
cle two blocks across, in a clearing in 
the forest of pines. 

Their soul-stirring chants rolled out 
in tremendous volume, echoed from 
the neighboring hills and = enveloped 
all the white settlement, including the 
hotels a mile away. It lasted until al- 
most dawn and everybody was talking 
avout it. Next day the number of white 
visitors to the camp was quadrupled, 
and every blanket and bracelet was 
sold at a premium! 


ing was not done just to attract 

white customers next day. The Nav- 
ajos got together and danced all 
through the night chiefly because it 
was fun. The paleface was not invited 
or urged to come, he was “‘tolerated.’’ 
But tolerated adroitly. 

By midnight three or four other 
song-fests were under way at points 
about the vast campground. There—if 
a white man could edge up unobtru- 
sively—he could behold the rarest vi- 
sion of all, the spectacle of old, old 
grandpappy Indians, venerable chief- 
tains and heads of clans, joined in an 
ecstasy of music all their own. Too de- 
crepit to dance, they stood in a ring 
around a fire of pine knots, and 
swayed to the rhythm of the drum. 

The Indian is inherently a showman. 
Like a small boy he loves to pretend, 
and almost any kind of an outdoor 
pageant or game fascinates hini. He 
particularly loves the contests of phys- 
ical skill, and at the Flagstaff pow- 
wow the Navajos and Hopis were de- 
lighted to participate in a miniature 
Olympiad all their own. 

It was chiefly a track meet, a con- 
test of racing skill, with the bucks and 
squaws both participating. It is some- 
thing to behold a dozen squaws in vol- 
uminous skirts dashing down a white 
man’s race track in a test of speed. 

Perhaps the most entertaining fea- 
ture of the pow-wow for the spectators 
was a bit of mimic warfare—a recrea- 
tion of the old pioneer days when In- 
dians attacked wagon trains and de- 
spoiled them. In front of a grand stand 
filled with whites, the Indians staged 
a real ‘‘Wild West" show. A wagon 
train was “‘surprised”’ by marauding 
red horsemen, and while rifles cracked 
and arrows flew, the riders circled and 
whooped about the white “pioneers.” 

A less exciting, but no less interest- 
ing sight was to see the Navajo jewel- 
ers and rug weavers and the Hopi pot- 
tery makers at work. The Navajo is a 
great producer of jewelry, made most- 
ly of silver and native stones. Navajo 
rugs are valued chiefly for design and 
color; the rug weave is not superior,

and is often inferior, to the Hopis’. 
But the Hopis’ weaving is sought by 
the white customers more for blankets. 

The museum at-Flagstaff specializes 
in promotion of the handtcraft of the 
Hopi because they are the greatest art- 
ists of all the Indians. The men are the 
weavers, moccasin makers, jewelers; 
the women potters and basket makers. 

While the Indian villages of the 
three mesas near Flagstaff have cer- 
tain arts in common, each mesa spe- 
cializes in a distinct type of work. The 
manufacture of heavy undecorated 
household pottery is common to all the 
villages, so also the art of textile 
weaving. It seems likely, too, that dec- 
orated pottery was made in most of 
the towns up to very recent times. 


UT basketry is localized in a 
B most peculiar way. This art is 
practiced on two mesas only. The 

women of Second Mesa make a heavy 
coil basket of yucca fibre, with filled 
core, unlike any other basket made in 
the new world. A few miles to 
the west, on Third Mesa, 
Oraibi and its related towns 
make an entirely different 
type of woven wicker  bas- 
ket. First Mesa, with its 
three towns perched on the 
rock of Walpi, makes no bas- 
kets but manufactures practic- 
ally all the Hopi pottery now 
on the market. It is interesting 
to note in this connection that 
on each one of the three mesas 
a different dialect is spoken, 
and the village of Hano, on the 
rock of Walpi, speaks a Tewa, 
Rio Grand tongue, that is neith- 
er understood nor spoken by 
the other Pueblos. 

For the white visitor, the as- 
semblage presented a fascinat- 
ing array of interesting men 
and women and children. 

Prominent among them was 
the garrulous Chief Joe-Secaku- - 
ku—Joe Yellowfeet, in English 
—with all his beloved finery of 
dress, and his wagging tongue. 
Chief Joe is a favorite among 
the whites. He also is the 
‘‘sheik’’ of the Hopis, the hand- 
eomest of them all, it is said.

against him and defeat him at the next 
election. So he had hired Dame and 
Decker, another bootlegger, to take 
Jackson “for a ride.’’ Their own ill 
feeling toward Jackson, resulting from 
his interference with their bootlegging 
activities, had led them to fall in with 
the plan. 

Jackson apparently did not suspect 
he was in danger and the town did not 
know he was missing until his body 
was found on the old McCoy place, 
three miles north of Pocahontas on the 
Maynard road, about noon on Sunday, 
November 8. Mrs. Charlies Johnson of 
Pocahontas found it. She and her fam- 
ily had gone riding that morning and 
had stopped near the McCoy place to 
change a tire. While the tire was being 
changed she and the children strolled 
a short distance from the road to a 
cleared spot where a foundation was 
being laid for a new house. There they 
came upon the young officer's body 
lying face down on a pile of grayel. 
He had been dead for several hours. 
The Johnsons hastened back to give 
the alarm and within an hour a good 
part of the town’s population had 
gathered at the spot. 


HE elder Jackson, former State 
Senator and former Sheriff of 
this county, was at his home in 
Walnut Ridge, 15 miles south of here, 
when word of his son’s murder reached 
him. He was eating dinner. He got 
up from the table to take up the pur- 
suit of the SBlayers and it is said 
he scarcely ate or slept after that 
until those slayers were behind 
prison bars. While hastening to Po- 
cahontas by autoombile, he relates 
now, he turned over in his mind 
all the circumstances he could re- 
call-which might provide a clew as 
to the identity of his son’s murderers, 
hut could think of no plausible expla- 
nation other than that Manley had 
heen slain by bootleggers with whom 
he had had trouble. Lige Dame came 
at once to mind, he says, but there was 
nothine very definite upon which to 
build a theory and the possible connec- 
tion of Decker and Slayton with the 
erime did not occur to him at all. 

Upon the elder Jackson's arrival at 
Pocahontas, a Coroner’s jury was im- 
paneled and the body of the slain mar- 
shal was brought in. Examination dis- 
closed the young officer had been shot 
five times in the back with a .45 cali- 
ber automatic pistol. One bullet had 
entered low in the back and emerged 
from the breast under the collar bone, 
indicating it had been fired when the 
victim was pitching forward or run- 
ning. Near the body and within an 
area three feet across lay five empty 
cartridge shells, showing the shooting 
had all been done from one spot, as 
the shells apparently lay where they 
had fallen when ejected from the kill- 
er’s weapon. The officer's pisto! hol- 
ster was empty and his purse was 
missing. 

The murder apparently had been 
committed between 2:30 a. m. and 
daylight, for Jackson had been seen on 
the street as late as 2:30 a. m. and 
he was not seen after daylight. No-

body had heard any shooting, 


but some residents on the 
Maynard road said they had 

heard a car driven north on 

the highway at high speed around 4 
a. m. and that about 30 minutes later 
they had heard the same car coming 
back to town. At least, they had sup- 
posed it to be the same car because in 
both instances the engine had made a 
peculiar snuffing noise. It was deter- 
mined that this car had started on its 
trip from near the town square and 
that on its return it had not come in 
as far as the square. 

With these facts in hand, the elder 
Jackson and Coroner McNabb began 
their investigation, aided by Sheriff 
Carl H. Brooks. Chief of Police Slay- 
ton tried to aid, too. He came to Jack- 
son immediately following the latter’s 
arrival in town and, after profuse ex- 
pressions of sympathy, outlined a the- 
ory. He was convinced, he said, that 
the job had been done by two men 
who had been seen in town the night 
before in a stolen car and who had 
abandoned the car 12 miles up the 
road at Reyno, on National Highway 
67. In the course of the conversation 
Slayton remarked, “I'm certainly glad 
I got rid of that forty-five I used to 
have.” Jackson had not learned then 
that his son had been killed with a 
forty-five, but the remark stuck in his 
memory. He went on to Reyno to in- 
vestigate the abandoned car. He found 
that the car had been abandoned long 
before the time Manley Jackson must 
have been killed, so he dropped this 
clew and came back to Pocahontas to 
follow other leads. He couldn’t get 
Lige Dame out of his mind. 

Dame's actions on the street had 
been peculiar. Several besides Jackson 
had noticed that. 

He had paced nervously about the 
square and had watched all proceed- 
ings from a distance. Jackson and 
Coroner McNabb determined to watch 
him closely, so a man was detailed to 
sit under a tree on the courthouse 
lawn and keep him under observation. 
A little later a ruse was decided upon 
to put Dame to a test. 

Mark Bishop, Manley Jackson's 
uncle, engaged Dame in a casual con- 
versation and asked the bootlegger to 
drive him out to the scene of the 
crime. This Dame consented to do. By 
this time everybody in town must have 
known where the body had been found 
and most of the population had al- 
ready visited the spot. The murder 
had been the sole topic of conversa- 
tion. But Dame started out with his 
passenger on the wrong road. Bishop 
let him drive a quarter of a mile and 
then inquired: 

“Aren't we going the wrong way? |! 
thought the body was found at the 
McCoy place on the Maynard road.” 

“Was it?’ asked Dame. “I didn’t 
know. I heard them talking about it, 
but I thought it was over here across 
the river.”

Bishop said he was sure it was on 
the Maynard road, so they turned 
back. They got no farther than the 
square, however, for Dame said he had 
a chill and didn’t feel like driving. 
Bishop would have to get somebody 
else to take him out. 

While this was taking place the in- 
vestigation of Dame was proceeding 
along other lines. It was found that 
Dame’s automobile, a T-model Ford 
coupe, had been parked in front of the 
Postoffice on the square all Saturday 
night and that Dame had removed it 
about daylight Sunday morning.

It was also found 
that on Monday morning Mrs. Higgan- 
botham had taken the car to a garage 
for replacement of a broken manifold 
gasket. This was regarded as particu- 
larly significant. A car with a defect- 
ive manifold gasket might, and proba- 
bly would, make a snuffing noise when 
driven at high speed—a noise like that 
said to have been heard on Highway 
79 early Sunday morning. 

By Tuesday the weight of circum- 
stantial evidence against Dame was 80 
great that Jackson considered his ar-

rest was justi- 
fied and he had 
the bootlegger 
brought in for 
questioning. 
Dame denied all 
connection with 
the case and 
stuck doggedly 
to his denial. 
but he made 
such a bad ap- 
pearance before 
the Coroner's 
jury that Jack- 
son was con- 
vinced of his 
guilt. He had 
Dame locked 
up, charged 
with first de- 
gree murder, 
and for the 
time being 
turned his at- 
tention back to 
investigation of 
Decker and Slayton, for Dame had 
been seen in conversation with them 
several times. 

On the face of things, the comrade- 
ship of two rival bootleggers and the 
Chief of Police seemed a bit unusual. 
As between Dame and Decker, the 
friendship seemed even more unusual, 
for a bitter enmity had existed be- 
tween the two families for years, an 
enmity growing out of the killing of 
Decker’s father by Ben Dame, brother 
of Lige, 12 years ago. Jackson remem- 
hered that well. for he was serving as 
deputy prosecutor of Randolph County 
at the time and had prosecuted Ben, 
sending him to the penitentiary for 
nine years. 

Other bits of evidence connecting 
Decker and Slayton with the crime al- 
so came to light. It was found that 
Manley Jackson, a few weeks before 
his death, had arrested Decker for 
transporting liquor and that Decker 
had been released over Jackson's pro- 
test by the Chief of Police. It was 
learned that Decker had threatened 
young Jackson with violence because 
of this arrest. It developed further 
that a day or two before the murder 
Decker had purchased at a loca! hard- 
ware store 10 cartridges for a .45 cal- 
iber automatic pistol. Decker and 
Dame had been seen together Saturday 
night and it was learned that Decker 
had made a trip to Dame’s home, a 
mile and a half out of town, Sunday

morning and that while there, not 
later than 9 o’clock, he had remarked 
in the presence of Dame's family that 
“somebody killed Manley Jackson out 
the road last night."’ This was nearly 
three hours before the body was found. 
That was enough. Decker and Slay- 
ton were brought in and questioned 
separately before the Coroner's jury 
and then locked in separate jailse— 
one at Corning and the other at Wal- 
nut Ridge. Soon afterward Dame made 
a full confession in which he declared 
that he and Decker committed the mur- 
der, acting as gunmen for Slayton. For 
a long time, he said, he and Decker 
had been paying Slayton for protection 
in their bootlegging operations and 
once Slayton had hired him to set fire 
to a house on which Slayton held in- 
surance. The Chief wanted to get rid 
of Jackson, he related, because Jack- 
son, born and brought up in Pocahon- 
tas, was too popular and had indicated 
his intention of becoming a candidate 
at the next election for his superior’s 
job. The office of Chief of Police is 
elective, and Slayton, formerly a far- 
mer, had held it for 10 years. The 
Chief is paid a salary by the city. The 
night marshal is appointed by a group 
of business men of the town. He is 
paid by them and derives additional in- 
come from fines assessed in cases grow- 
ing Out of arrests made by him. 


CCORDING to Dame's confession, 
A pict he dictated and signed in 

the presence of Circuit Judge 
John L. Bledsoe, he (Dame) drove 
the murder car and did the shooting. 
Decker, he said, approached Manley 
Jackson on a deserted street about 4 
a.m. and “put a gun on him.’ Dame 
then drove up in Higganbotham's road- 
ster and picked up both men. Decker 
sat on the right with the intended vic- 
tim in the middle. At the McCoy place 
they turned in on a side road and 
drove a few yards from the highway 
to a gravel heap. There Decker got 
out, followed by Jackson, and Dame 
quickly slipped over to the right side 
of the seat. As Jackson stepped off the 
running board, Dame started firing 
from the car and the officer fell for- 
ward on his face. The slayers then 
hastened back to town, returned the 
borrowed machine and Dame drove his 
own car home. 

Dame told substantially the same 
story when he pleaded guilty, taking a 
life sentence, and he told it again at

Washington’s Own 
Gilbert Stuart Portrait 
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Comes 
to the Middle West

CHICAGO. 
HERE are’ plenty of Gil- 
bert Stuart portraits of 
George Washington. The 
artist painted nearly a 
hundred of one type—that 
view of the first President 
which has become so fa- 
miliar because of its reproduction on 
postage stamps and in inexpensive 
prints that it is sometimes called “the 
household Washington.’ Yet Wash- 
ington himself, so far as can be 
learned, owned ohly one of the many 
likenesses of him which Stuart put on 
canvas. That one he chose. with the 
advice and consent of his wife, Martha. 
as the truest representation of his ap- 
pearance that the painter had turned 
out. 

This particular portrait, with its 
special historical and artistic value, 
has come, a century and a half after 
its creation, to make its home in the 
Middle West. 

It was acquired recently by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph N. Field of Chicago, and 
now occupies a place of honor in their 
home on Sheridan road. It is consid- 
ered but little less important than 
the famous Athenaeum picture of 
Washington in the Boston Museum.

Ag ea 
This is the view from Missouri’s latest penal a 
institution, Algoa Farms, ‘‘the prison with- 
out walls.’ It is literally true that 
there isn’t a single wall or a single 
guard or a single watch tower to mar the outlook 
from this magnificent site, seven miles from Jef- 
ferson City. Algoa Farms is a unique prison. 
At one step it raises Missouri’s rank in penol- 
ogy from among the states néar the bot- 
tom to a place near the top. As the 
young superintendent, John Thorn- 
berry, insists, politely but firmly. 
Algoa Farms is not a prison. It is 
a school. Even the old name, “re- 
formatory school,” Thornberry would 
rather not use, although on the statute 
books and in legal documents it is the 
“intermediate reformatory.”’ 

Algoa Farms represents one method 
of cutting down the rapidly mounting 
prison population of Missouri. It rep- 
resents one method of cutting eventual 
prison costs. That may seem to be a 
paradox, inasmuch as Algoa will have 
cost for construction by December 1, 
$750,000. 

The objective of Algoa Farms is to 
send the first offender, between the 
ages of 17 and 25, guilty of a crime 
not a capital offense, back to his home 
community a respectable and self-re- 
specting member of society who will 
not again fall afoul of the law. Who 
will not, in other words, become a sec- 
ond offender and then a third offend- 
er and a charge for life upon the tax- 
payers, as is increasingly the case. 

Algoa Farms was opened for the 
first inmates on March 31. It now 
hes a population of 193. By Decem- 
ber, the first unit, to house 500, will 
be completed. The plan calls for an- 
other identical unit, but this will wait 
wpon further action by the Legislature. 

Superintendent Thornberry stresses 
the fact that Algoa is a new institu- 
tion, which has not yet had by any 
means a complete trial. While Super- 
intendent Thornberry has an intense 
conviction that Algoa will restore a 
majority of first offenders to a decent 
place in society, he says: ‘This idea, 
this concept, must be given here in 
Missouri a full and complete trial. I 
believe that it will work or I shouldn't 
be in this job. But within a few years 
we will know definitely whether. it 
works—-—when our boys go out on pa- 
role. That will be the test.”’

The six dormitories—they are not 
called cell-blocks, for Thornberry uses 
none of the terms associated with the 
old type of prison—tace two sides of 
what might be called the campus, or 
yard, of the school.

mess hall, light and heating systems, 
administration offices, hospital and 
combined auditorium and gymnasium. 

The buildings are of limestone, 
quarried on the site, with an irregular 
facing of red brick. They are pleas- 
ing in design, with dormer windows, 
bright flower beds and—some day— 
climbing ivy. There are no bars at the 
windows, but a special type of frame 
and a special kind of glass serve the 
Same purpose as the bars of an old- 
style prison. 

There are three of these dormitories 
now in use and three more soon to be 
On each of two floors in 
the dormitories are two large rooms 
that hold 40 boys each. There is a rec- 
reation .room, with ping-pong table, 
books and growing plants. In one dor- 
mitory is the main library, consisting 
chiefly of books contributed by the 
women’s clubs of Missouri. There is 
a great demand, incidentally, for books 
on technical subjects. In the base- 
ment are efficient shower rooms. 

In each dormitory there are quar- 
ters for personnel. Dormitory masters 
are assigned to the two shifts, night 
and day. Not guards as in the old 
prison terminology, but dormitory 
masters and advisers. ‘And because of 
the depression Superintendent Thorn- 
berry has been able to obtain for the 
most part a high type of man for this 
work. Many are college trained. They 
must undergo, to be eligible for these 
$100-a-month jobs, a rigorous physical 

and mental examina- 
tion. 

The schedule of the 
day at Algoa Farms 
usually follows about 
this order: The rising 
bugle is at 6. Calis- 
thenicsgand the flag- 
raising ceremony pre- 
cede breakfast at 6:30. 
The morning work pe- 
riod follows. (At pres- 
ent the boys are work- 
ing on various con- 
struction jobs on build- 
ings still in progress.

There is no fixed time that must be 
served at Algoa before parole is gran' 
ed. Thornberry believes that for each 
individual there is a certain time wher 
parole is essential. If he stays longer 
the good that the institution has done 
him will be counteracted. It is the 
superintendent’s most important job 
to determine this exact point when the 
boy, released to society, will have the 
best opportunity to become a good 
citizen. 

There are a great many factors 
which enter into the question of pa- 
role.

um. The Vaughn shows the right 
side of the face; very few of them 
were made. The Lansdowne por- 
trays the full figure; one of this 
type is in the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute. The Athenaeum, the stand- 
dard Washington portrait, proba- 
bly was chiefly responsible for 
Stuart’s fame. He painted between 
90 and 100 Washington portraits 
of this type, for friends of the 
General. The original one—the 
picture in the Boston Museum—- 
was never completed. The artist 
kept it in his studio as a model for 
others of the same type, and re- 
frained from finishing it so he 
could tell Washington, whenever 
he inquired about it, that it wasn’t 
ready yet. Stuart called the Wash- 
ington portraits which he painted 
from this model his ‘“‘hundred-dol- 
lar bills,’ for that was his price 
for each replica. After the paint- 
er’s death his widow was offered 
a large amount of money by ap 
Englishman for the unfinished 
portrait and a companion portrait 
of Martha Washington, also un- 
finished. But Mrs. Stuart wanted 
the pictures to remain in the Unit- 
ed States and sold them for $760 
each to the Washington Associa- 
tion. 

In all Stuart’s ‘portraits of 
Washington the face is slightly 
puffy around the mouth. The ex- 
planation lies in Washington's 
false teeth—or .the lack of them. 
The artificial teetir of that day 
were far from comfortable, and 
Washington often removed his set. 
When sitting for Stuart, Washing- 
ton declined to keep the uncom- 
fortable teeth in his mouth; he 
was persuaded by. the artist, how- 
ever, to fill out his cheeks and 
lips with cotton, which gave a lit- 
tle more fulness than was natural.
